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Modern Religious Books 


An Analysis of the Church Group as a Substantial Market for Books 


fugene Exman 
of Harper and Brothers 


UCH of the current discussion 
about religious books reveals the 
vague conception most of us have 
as to what the term “religious book” im- 
plies. Mild amazement greets the an- 
nouncement of the quantity of religious 
books annually published. Unheralded and 
unnoticed to most booksellers, book-review- 
ers and publishers came the 876 religious 
books of 1931. ‘‘Why so many,” you 
murmur. “Whoever bought them?” 
Religious books cover an extraordinarily 
wide range of subject matter and buyer- 
appeal. Langstaff’s “Holy Communion in 
Great Britain and America” appears alpha- 
betically alongside Larry’s “Thoughts of 
Youth.” In 1931, Schweitzer’s “The 
Mysticism of Paul, the Apostle’ and 
Jones’ “The Christ of the Mount” went 
trom author to publisher to bookseller and 
each book was a religious book. One book 
was a scholarly work with a small al- 
though well-defined sales outlet; the other 
book had a potential market of the over 
six hundred thousand buyers of the au- 
thor’s previous works. 
With so many religious books being pub- 
lished, covering such a varied range of 
subjects, it is little wonder that the weary 
bookseller despairs of knowing what it’s 
all about. I admit a profound sympathy 
tor the man who says, “We don’t stock 
religious books.” But this remark has been 
made so often that it long ago ceased being 
| 1 excuse. It is now a staunch assertion 
5 of inaleniable rights. And the sensitive 


publisher ever eager to avoid sales-resist- 
ance argues with considerable feeling, “If 
we expect the trade to buy this book, for 
heaven’s sake let’s keep the word ‘relig- 
ious’ out of it!” Furtive whisperings are 
even to be heard as to the possibility of 
finding a new word to designate the kind 
of book that for these many years has 
called the sinners to repent and the saints 
to rejoice. 

Another complicating factor, as has else- 
where been asserted, is that as soon as a 
religious book gets into the fast-selling 
classification it shifts its loyalty as blithely 
as a radio announcer turns from soaps to 


cigarettes. “Motives of Men” becomes 
psychology. “Life of Phillips Brooks” 


becomes biography. ‘Since Calvary” be- 
comes history. “The Magnificent Obses- 
sion’’ is, of course, fiction. No matter what 
may be the classification under which a 
religious book is sold, the fact still remains 
that the ultimate consumer knows what 
kind of book he is buying. 

This apparent prejudice against religious 
books, therefore, does seem to be somewhat 
illogical. Unquestionably there is a wide 
public for books that deal intelligently 
with the interests or problems of religion. 
Sales figures demonstrate that many thou- 
sands of bookstore customers do not con- 
sider that writers on religious themes are 
bringing out inconsequential works. These 
customers want to know what L. P. Jacks 
or Father Gillis has to say on a significant 
problem of life adjustment. If Dean Inge 
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or Professor Neibuhr has some pertinent 
criticism to make concerning the social and 
economic order, these book-buyers want to 
see the book. When Dr. Fosdick or Rabbi 
Wise writes about God, Immortality, or 
Prayer, hundreds of names on the ledgers 
of the average bookseller are prospects of 
the best sort. 

In making these assertions I am_ not 
thinking only of the members of churches 
or synagogues. Vast numbers of persons 
find little satisfaction in the activities and 
rituals of ecclesiastical bodies, yet are in- 
telligently interested in religion. The 
truth of this statement will be apparent to 
most of us after a moment of reflection 
and is surely indicated by the experience 
of newspaper and magazine editors and 
broadcasting companies. Problems of per- 
sonal adjustment to a_ shifting social 
milieu, ‘‘parlor philosophy,” if you will, 
are important considerations for this pub- 
lic that prefers to read a book rather than 
listen to a sermon. Dozens of so-called 
religious books were published last year for 
those who want above all else to be intel- 
lectually honest, who, weary of their own 
conceit, search for reality wherever it may 
be found. 

The church groups, of course, do pre- 
sent a less ephemeral market. In every 
town or city there are from one to one- 
thousand Protestant clergymen, as well as 
priests, rabbis, directors of religious edu- 
cation, and others professionally interested 
in religion. “These persons look to books as 
their chief tools of trade. ‘To be sure the 
books, other than Bibles and Prayer books, 
that they buy are often of a theological 
nature too limited in their appeal to be of 
any interest to other than the denomina- 
tional house or store specializing in that 
kind of publication. Nevertheless the 
clergyman is reading an increasing number 
of non-technical books in his field. It is 
this kind of book that I prefer to call a 
“religious” book. It is differentiated from 
the “theological” book in that it does not 
presuppose a knowledge of systematic the- 
ology, does not present a credal bias and 
does not suffer the handicap of an abstruse 
or wordy style. It is, in short, exempli- 
fied in “Pathways to Certainty” by Wil- 
liam Adams Brown and in ‘“Twenty-one”’ 
by Erdman Harris. The clergyman reads 
this type of book because it helps him un- 
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derstand the much-vaunted modern mind 
and gives added mileage to his 1932 
homiletical model. 

A considerable number of bookstores are 
already profitably promoting the sale of 
religious books to clergymen. Here js , 
letter that comes from the Otto Ulbrich 
Company the day this is being written:* 
“Last year previous to Lent we wrote q 
group of Buffalo clergymen asking them 
to name four or five books which they 
could recommend as suitable for Lenten 
reading. We prepared a printed list of 
their recommendations which was dis. 
tributed in some of the churches and copies 
were sent also to all Sunday School super. 
intendents, teachers and pastors. The 
response was so good that we have decided 
to continue the practice this year.” 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Grauer 
finds the laymen of Buffalo churches good 
prospects for his campaign. Once and for 
all that bogey should be laid which lands 
so many good books in the “rough,” the | 
mental hazard which we have so often | 
heard: laymen buy only the books that 
their own clergyman writes. Every pub | 
lisher has agonized over imprinted circu- 
lars that have gone only to the clergy, 
overlooking the book-loving, book-buying 
church members who are sufficiently inter- 
ested in religion to contribute regularly to 
church support, to subscribe to one or more 
religious periodicals and perhaps to afford 
a visit to the Holy Land. Is there a pub 
lisher who has not known of library “wait- 
ing lists” of 50 or more who want to read 
a religious (not theological) book that 
booksellers in that city have passed up, say: 
ing ‘““‘We do not stock religious books”? 

At least one publisher rejected a manv- 
script that dealt only in a mediocre way 
with a religious theme. It was later pub- 
lished with an introduction by a man whos 
name is well known to the trade. That 
book was bought, given window space and 
later sold at a loss by a store that ignored 
a book on morals written by a clergyman 
and published at the same time. “Preacl 
ers had better improve their own moral 
before telling someone else what to do, 
may have been a clever answer to the pub 
lisher’s representative but it was not & 
actly the retort to make to five customers

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who later asked him for the book. Should 
a man allow his religious prejudice to get 
the better of his business judgment? 
Perhaps space is available to allow one 
more thing to be said regarding the church 
group as a market for books. Somewhat 
to the consternation of religious book pub- 
lishers, the liberal clergyman is buying an 
increasing number of books outside the dis- 
tinctly religious field. It might be sur- 
prising to know how many copies of “A 
Preface to Morals” have been bought by 
men of the cloth. My guess is that they 


constitute the 
largest single pro- 
fessional class 
buying and rec- 
ommending this 
type of nonefic- 
tion. One min- 
ister of my ac- 


quaintance whose 
yearly salary is 
only slightly over 
$5000 discovered 
in looking over 
his cheque book 
that last year he 
had paid out 
more than $600 
tor books. More 
than half of this 
amount went to 
purchase other 
than “theological” 
or “religious” 


books. What is 
of even greater See 
significance for = — 


the bookseller is 
that another min- 
ister, again not 
an exceptional case, recommended ‘The 
Good Earth” to his congregation, as a re- 
sult of which at least 50 copies were 
purchased. 

To the fact that both the clergymen and 
laity furnish a well-defined market for the 
bookseller, may one further humble sug- 
gestion be made: It is that this market 
can be reached more adequately and profit- 
ably if the bookseller carries an adequate 
stock of religious (not theological) books.

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They are not books he need be ashamed to 
display. Their jackets have been pruned 
of all pious buddings. They stand physi- 
cal comparison with the best non-fiction 
titles. “They are being reviewed and ad- 
vertised in the best periodicals. ‘They are 
salable to the clergy and laity alike if 
attractively presented. And of even greater 
importance they attract customers who are 
buyers of the best in fiction and non-fiction. 

This is not necessarily a plea to the 
bookseller to start a “religious” depart- 
ment. In a drear, dusty corner such a 
segregation of 
books is. often 
worse than use- 
less. It is, how- 
ever, a plea for 
him to stock at 
least one hundred 
religious books a 
year that will be 
recommended as 
the most salable, 
on the basis of a 
plan now being 
worked out. As 
soon as church 
groups in any one 
city learn where 
they can get in- 
telligent service 
on religious and 
other books they 
should read, they 
ease the pangs of 
depression for 
some bookseller, 
whether he be a 


general, denomi- 
national or spe- 


cialized dealer. 

Let the publisher be honest with the re- 
viewer and bookseller—stop wishful think- 
ing about general trade cooperation on 
“theological” books. Let the bookseller be 
honest with the publisher in merchandis- 
ing “religious” books. His market is per- 
haps the greatest single undeveloped market 
in the book business, the million or so of 
persons who only occasionally buy an 
Honoré Willsie Morrow, a Bruce Barton, 
or a Henry van Dyke. 
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Religious Books and the 


Depression

Nic frequently hears it said today, 
“In times of depression, people turn 
to religion.” “The inference is, of 
that people buy more religious 
books and fewer luxuries when they are 
sobered by a national or personal crisis. 
How much truth is there in this popular 
supposition ? 

The answer depends entirely on what 
you mean by a religious book. ‘The vast 
majority of the fifteen hundred titles is- 
sued annually in the religious field are 
technical books—volumes designed chiefly 
for ministers and religious workers. They 
are books of sermons, of illustrations, of 
funeral sketches, of New ‘Testament criti- 
cism, of social gospel and theory. ‘They are 


COUTSE, 


written by pastors and theologians for 
other pastors and other theologians. They 


are guides and manuals for the routine 
work of the church. 

Now it would be foolish to claim that 
such books are not affected by a curtail- 
ment of the amount ministers can afford 
to spend for books. Salaries have been 
drastically cut in some sections of the 
country; in others, ministers are “not paid 
in full,’ which means that their shorn 
flocks hope one day to pay them but cannot 
at the moment. While the demands for 
preaching material continue unabated, and 
the minister must have certain books, he 
can cut down and he does. He picks up 
items from the overstock table. He re- 
sorts to books he already owns—preaches 
out of the cistern instead of out of the 
overflow. He digs into the pork barrel, 
as his sermon reserve box is called, and 
hefts out old material for another serving. 

The result, as far as the religious book 
business goes, is obvious. I have watched 
ministers at conferences, standing as hun- 
grily around a book table as urchins before 
a baker’s window. ‘They pick up books and 


feel of them and possibly sample them. They 





do not read far in the books they handle. 
for to do that only intensifies the tempta- 
tion. I have heard them say almost tear- 
fully to the clerk, “You don’t know how 
hard it is for me to resist these books. It 
takes all the Christian fortitude I’ve got.” 
A few do not resist. But, when one con- | 
siders the average ministerial salary, one | 
wonders what their wives say when they 
get back home and confess guiltily that 
they bought a book on the Apostle Paul. 
There is no chance for the abandon which 
student groups are displaying in_ these 
times, adopting as their defiant motto, 
“Sell your bed and buy books.” The 
preacher is generally a man of family, and 
he knows that he has a choice between a 
new book by Dr. Truett and a new pair 
of shoes for Freddie. 

It is useless, then, to deny that the de- 
pression has sadly influenced the bulk of 
the religious book business. ‘The clergy- 
man may deal with things eterna! but these 
things become very temporal when they are 
put between the pages of a three-dollar 
book. Not long ago I visited what seems 
to me the best of the religious bookstores. 
The manager was optimistic—more on the 
basis of his past experience and demon- 
strated ability than on any reasonable ex- 
pectations for the future. His merchandis- 
ing methods were up-to-date, his windows 
inviting, and he still sold books. But a 
we chatted in his store two derelicts came 
in and asked for a dime. In that com- 
munity three banks had failed the day be 
fore. It may well have been that people 
were turning to religion, but in what 
position were the ministers ’round about | 
town to buy more religious books? | 

All of which is by way of healthy ad- | 
mission. Sales for all sorts of religious | 
books do not automatically bounce up 4% | 
soon as General Motors tumbles dow. | 
There remain, however, one or two mojt © 
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important questions which must be an- 
swered before we can decide whether some 
religious books sell better during the seven 
lean years that periodically ravage the land. 
One question is: Do people who ordinarily 
do not read religious books turn to them 
in such a time as this? As far as I can 
determine, they do not. ‘The reason is 
curious, but I believe it is sound. America 
has not produced any good religious books 
for times of distress. If you will run 
through our inspirational literature, you 
will find that most of these books are un- 
cannily cheerful and that all of them are 
projected out of the background of Amer- 
ican prosperity. Books intended for those 
beyond the clergy (books like “In Tune 
With the Infinite’) all assume that the 
nature of religion is magic and that the in- 
dividual can get on in the world—and the 
world is generally construed to be the 
rampant paradise of old America before we 
began selling apples in the garden of Eden. 

In other words, the public is beginning 
to be disenchanted about the sleek ideas 
which a mingling of religion and prosperity 
gave us. Just as financially we were 
caught unawares by the depression, we were 
likewise caught emotionally unprepared. 
There were available few books of courage 
and faith to which a saddened public mind 
might turn: religion had been preoccupied 
with science and efficiency. For this reason 
the great mass of the public is not turning 
to religion in droves and certainly not to 
religious books. 

When all of this has been said, you still 
have to face the fact that what few in- 
spirational books the publishers have to 
offer are enjoying steadily increasing sales 
in these times. Persons who are normally 
religious are more religious than ever now. 
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Some of these books indicate a survival of 
the prosperity psychology—a sort of linger- 
ing hope, expressed by the public in its re- 
ception of “A Fortune To Share.” This 
book is having a roaring sale through the 
religious trade. ‘“Twenty-One,” with 
apologies to the author, has a success angle 
which may account quite as much as its 
sober common sense for an excellent start 
in a bad year. ‘The books of Archer Wal- 
lace, some of them of the success variety 
and others, such as “Overcoming Handi- 
caps,” of the grimmer sort and designed to 
impart courage, increased 23% in sales 
during the dark days of 1931. 

Other books have shown surprising vital- 
ity of late and they seem to me to suggest 
a type of book which will sell much better 
as the days go by. “The Great Conjec- 
ture,” an intensely personal effort to relate 
Jesus to the stress of modern life, has 
picked up. “The Wanderer’s Way’ is sell- 
ing well. ‘“‘God’s Minute” has had a fine 
vogue in the religious field. ‘Hero in Thy 
Soul,” characterized by the publishers as a 
book “for those who have dark waters to 
pass through,” has met with a good open- 
ing market. 

These samples are few and could not be 
greatly multiplied in the space allowed. 
There are other books forthcoming, typi- 
fied by the stark faith of “He Whom A 
Dream Hath Possessed,” which America in 
its moment of soberness has produced and 
will produce. But the real answer to the 
question of whether people turn to religious 
books in times of distress is that they turn 
to any book which gives them courage, 
faith, and a sense of strength in the pres- 
ence of reality. There are some _ books 
which do that, and they are selling better 
today than ever before. 
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The Religious Book in the 
Library

‘T is an interesting fact that the number 
| of religious titles published in this 

country every year is greater than 
that of any other one class of literature, 
fiction excepted. Of the total 8,134 new 
books published in 1931, according to the 
record of the Publishers’ Weekly (January 
23), 776 were religious; biography fol- 
lowed with 699. ‘This priority among 
non-fiction groups holds for years back. 
The same is true in England, indicated by 
figures in the Publishers’ Circular, and on 
the Continent, where the lists are largely 
classified, as the Deutsche Nationalbiblio- 
graphie, the religious group is always a 
large one. ‘The Index Bibliographicus, in 
its new edition, lists 16 pages of religious 
journals which have reviewing sections or 
lists of new literature. It is a big phase 
of publishing. What are its problems? 
Recently we asked a group of librarians 
and have had some interesting replies. 

Just as the bookseller does, the librarian 
goes carefully into this field in selecting his 
stock. He represents a non-sectarian in- 
stitution and therefore shuns the sectarian 
and highly controversial book. ‘This elim- 
inates a good portion of the production for 
him automatically. Furthermore, like the 
bookseller, he purchases only what, in his 
opinion, he can “re-sell.”” So he looks for 
quality which, unfortunately, he does not 
always find. ‘The result is that, of the 
total number of new titles purchased by the 
library during the course of a year, re- 
ligious titles average about 2% per cent, 
according to some librarians who have 
made an estimate. 

This proportion seems about right, if we 
eliminate the routine publications—man- 
uals, yearbooks, reports, etc.—and the 
smaller personal publications which the 
churches and religious organizations zen- 
erally get direct for members, but which 
frequently appear in the lists. Neither 
group affects either libraries or bookstores. 


Yet, of the remainder, a very small num.- 
ber of purely religious books gain general 
popularity. For the last few years, no 
religious title has appeared among best. 
sellers. Before that time, there was the 
day of Bruce Barton and Lewis Browne, 
whose books had the distinction of remain. 
ing on those lists more than one season, 
But three titles, compared to the number 
published, would seem to indicate that 
there was room for improvement to meet 
even the popular taste, let alone that of 
some who may appear to be arbitrary in 
the matter. Here, as elsewhere, librarians 
complain of overproduction—too many 
mediocre titles. 

Another point that makes religious books 
something of a problem in the library is 
the comparatively short circulating life 
which they have. Such safeguards as the 
selection of only such titles as will have 
general appeal are practiced, but less is 
actually expected of this group. Hiller C. 
Wellman, of Springfield, Mass., estimates 
the active period in this group as between 
science, pure and applied—which is so 
quickly out of date—and history, biogra- 
phy, and travel, which stand a chance of 
being popular for a long period. How- 
ever, this may be no real criticism of the 
books themselves; fashions change in this 
field, as well as in others. Even the Bible 
is subject to the fashion. Several librarians 
reported that, especially in the mew ver- 
sions, the Bible was much in demand and 
constantly borrowed. 

One gathers that it is difficult to fore- 
cast popularity for a title. For instance, 
James Freeman Clarke’s ‘“Every-day Re 
ligion” (Houghton), copyright in 1886, 


has circulated nine times within a year 10 | 


one library—a good record. Stalker's “Lite 
of Christ” (Revell) is reported as seldom 
in—and Renan’s “Life of Jesus” seldom 
out. One librarian points out that broad: 
casting sermons gives an impetus to read 
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collections of the sermons when they appear 
‘9 book form and revives popularity for 
many older collections. ‘These are inter- 
esting variations. 

Promotion in this field seems to follow 
two lines. The first and commonest method 
‘; to list the religious book with other 
non-fiction classes, to use them in general 
displays, etc. The point of this method is 
that many people will read with pleasure 
a religious biography, say, as biography, 
who would hesitate to read it as religion. 
In other words, no distinction is made as 
to class. 

The second method seems better because 
it is more logical. Other than in the 
school, the librarian and bookseller have 
no more homogeneous group to reach than 
in the churches and the organizations con- 
nected with them. Results may be achieved, 
as evidenced by this note from Marcia M. 
Furnas, Chief of Circulation of the Indian- 
apolis Public Library: 

“We have usually prepared for distribu- 
tion during Lent or for Religious Book 
Week, a list of the most interesting titles 
added since the last list was distributed. 
This goes to the ministers of the city 
through the good offices of the City Church 
Federation, sometimes mailed with its bul- 
letin, at other times distributed at one of 
its regular meetings. In our present list, 
we have used the appeal which we thought 
the Religious Book Club selection would 
have, to advertise the books. ..The visible 
result of this is that a title on the list can

rarely be found on the shelves even long 
after the list has gone out. We see people 
at the shelves looking for books on the list 
which they hold in their hands.” 

Miss Furnas goes on to speak of the Li- 
brary recently preparing a list of books for a 
Bible Class of 800 men on “Power and 
Inspiration,” not all religious books, how- 
ever. “We shall not be able to supply the 
demands for these books for a long time, 
I fear,” she adds—and, glancing over the 
titles, one hopes that many of those 800 
will plainly see that copies of all are worth 
owning! 

Some specific needs were mentioned. 
Modern versions of the Bible are in de- 
mand, as are thoughtful comments and 
comentaries on it. More books on missions 
are wanted—of the newer, less romantic 
vein. And one type of book that ought 
not to be difficult for any publisher to 
secure—and sell: one containing programs 
and program material (already assembled) 
for public devotionals—‘“‘a passage of scrip- 
ture, a meditation or study on the passage, 
a hymn and perhaps a poem, and a prayer.” 
R. §. Cushman’s “Spiritual Hilltops” (4 64- 
ingdon) is called a step in the right direc- 
tion. Others are needed. 

Other points were mentioned—overpro- 
duction of the mediocre book, etc.—all part 
But, 
even if there are difficulties in selection 
and prolongation of life of titles in this 
field, there is the compensation of a ready- 
made field for promotion and good work.

OOK publishers and all who deal in 
books are to be congratulated that 
the Cheney report, quite regardless 

of its detail merits, places the question 
mark on many phases of the world’s most 
powerful influence—publishing. And in 
no phase of book publishing is there more 
striking opportunity for masterly re-evalu- 
ation than in the field of religious books. 

The forces that are making for recon- 
struction today are forces that are driving 
men and women to the very roots of life. 
Desire to improve has taken hold of the

An eminent librarian has stated recently 
that “religion has become the subject in 
which the most people are interested. Men 
and women flock into the library for books 
which deal in a simple way with the his- 
tory and problems of religions.” A similar 
experience is duplicated in many quarters. 
There is a hunger for an example to fol- 
low—but definition must be stated simply, 
clearly, earnestly and well. 

A prominent clergyman and_ educator 
(along with others), decries the stream of 
so-called religious books from publishers’ 
presses, written in many cases by people 
who have had little, if any, genuine Chris- 
tian experience. He is quoted as saying: 
“T am sick and tired of everlasting discus- 
sions about what might be called the tech- 
nique of Christianity, the eternal pros and 
cons of learned pundits, who know philos- 
ophy and psychology and sociology and 
history—but who, from first hand experi- 
ence, seem to know nothing about religion 
whatsoever.” 

Authors, publishers, booksellers, must 
look for this spiritual force of life in this 
field of religious literature. Be as practi- 
cal-minded as a publisher may, as hard- 
boiled commercially as he believes “good 
business” demands, he must see that within 
their pages, breathing through black type, 
there is this intangible something, this in- 


ward life, in religious books—a_ golden 
glow that warms and lights the pages. 

Religious books can save the world. 
‘They can save it to peace through national 
and international brotherhood of man; 
save it to better economic conditions; save 
it to greater happiness; save it to anything 
that signifies fruitfulness and sound pros- 
perity. 

This is a large order to fill. But this 
present period of reconstruction is a good 
time to begin. “Tomorrow’s crop of relig- 
ious books is being conceived by the men 
who are to write them and by the publish- 
ers who are to publish them. I plead for 
a vision, a planning, a creating that will 
affect the nature, character and spiritual 
qualities of those religious books to be 
issued, sold and read within the next few 
years. 

There is foundation to build upon. Not 
in all cases has authorship and publishing 
its grand opportunities. By no 
means. ‘There is vast richness in the re- 
ligious literature now available. But there 
were over seven hundred religious books 
published last year. What about them? 
Too many of them are casual, spiritless, 
void, are complex, lack greatness of sim- 
plicity and clarity. They fail in that qual- 
ity of leadership that teaches, reveals and 
understands. 

How many? Never mind. It is the 
crop of religious books of the next twelve 
months that matters now. Who is to write 
these books? In what spirit are they to be 
written? Are they to be conceived in fine 
purpose ? 

“Book publishing is a business.” Yes, 
but it is the reader who makes or breaks 
_a book. And the reader wants the spirit 
of religion in religious books. Along with 
it, he wants substance, simplicity and clear- 
ness. He wants light and leading, method 
and example. And he does not care 4 
much about the prominence of an author 
as he cares about spiritualized human qual- 
ities that will illumine the pages as he 
reads, 
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Of course, in any division of publishing, 
there is need and demand for strictly pro- 
fessional books. Among religious books 
there will continue to be a proportion of 
studies, designed especially for the ministry 
and others professionally associated with 
the ministry. Of necessity, many of these 
hooks are scientific and scholarly and 
shaped along “professional” lines. ‘This 
sub-division of religious books constitutes a 
special field within a field—and a large and 
active field at that. 

But by no stretch of the imagination 
can many of these “professional” books 
become food, solace and inspiration for the 
“common people.” There is a merchandis- 
ing difficulty in the fact that the “religious 
book” label is not specific. The name cov- 
ers too wide a range of material for it to 
be discriminating or explanatory. Yet 
there it is—Religious Books. ‘The label 
stares out at the public from space and 
circular advertising and from the shelves 
of bookstores and of libraries. It often 
drives away potential book buyers and 
readers, dampens the ardor of booksellers, 
and influences the publisher’s enthusiasm 
for his religious book department. 

What can be done about it? As yet, no 
one has evolved the perfect answer. Bright 
and earnest minds have wrestled with a 
nomenclature that would be discriminating, 
descriptive and appealing. No single label 
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seems adequate. How can it be? There 
are these two main divisions: religious 
books for the professional field; religious 
books for the popular field—for the ‘‘com- 
mon people’’—the rank and file of us. 

‘The more that some of us have studied 
this point, the clearer it becomes that solu 
tion does not lie in new nomenclature. The 
“professional” division of religious books 
may safely be left with the present desig- 
nation which draws the attention of those 
professionally interested. ‘The popular re- 
ligious books—the books wanted and wel- 
comed by the intelligent and truth seeking 
masses—are better off without a label. ‘The 
label for such books is one which each 
separate book demands, out of its own 
merits, and in relation to its own 
personality—its purpose, and _ strength. 
There is place for wise grouping, of course. 
But no grouping should ever be the result 
of time-saving or space-saving methods— 
as is too often the case. ‘There is all the 
difference in the world between a grouping 
of books selected to fall under a group 
heading, and the assembling of associated 
books with their individual values aug- 
mented by a master heading. 

Some day, the very character and nature 
of (popular) religious books will demand 
that high degree of individual attention 
which will present each book to its largest 
possible audience. 


The Minister in Fiction 


Arthur Stevens Phelps 


OUNT ‘TOLSTOY once. said: 

“Without knowledge as to what con- 

stitutes the calling and welfare of all 
men, all other arts and sciences become only 
an idle and pernicious amusement.” ‘There 
are things in the back of our heads that do 
not work their way forward to our lips. 
The realization that “the proper study of 
mankind is man,” is one of them. Univer- 
sities, the courses of study of which cover 
the whole field of academic knowledge, have 
largely failed to graduate the student as a 
earner of men, most of all as a learner of 
himself. After Commencement Day, we 
matriculate in the school of life, from 
which the source material in history, biog- 


raphy, anthropology, psychology, zoology, 
sociology, economics, is derived. But into 
the school of life our researches have not 
led us far. Only here and there, under 
the influence of some great heart, have 
students undertaken a scientific appraisal 
of what sort of creatures they may be. 
Human motives—fear, the enormous influ- 
ences of vanity, the pull of love, commer- 
cial ambition, getting on with an enemy— 
are left to surmises, or to a head-on col- 
lision with life. That is why we speak of 
“falling in love.” 

The inauguration of a School of Human 
Relations at Yale and at Harvard is a 
move in the right direction. Anticipating 
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it by three or four years, the Research 
Department of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America recom- 
mended a course for Schools of Divinity in 
Human Personality. Some of us who at 
that time were teaching in these Seminaries 
had already introduced lecture courses and 
conferences on that subject; but they were 
few; and some were limited in scope. 

To gather the study of human personal- 
ity about a definite, a concrete center, | 
would recommend a course of lecture- 
conference hours under the theme of “The 
Minister in Fiction.” The public read 
more novels than books of any other kind, 
not only to escape thinking about them- 
selves, but because the philosophy of life is 
there. As Howells said: “The novelists 
really have charge of people’s thinking.” 
Morals, ideals, successes, failures are 
clothed by the great novelists and drama- 
tists in garments of flesh. “They advance 
reform by analyzing character. The profit 
to the clergyman in such a course is that 
he is permitted to see himself from the 
standpoint of the intelligent literary out- 
sider. ‘The minister in fiction is thus 
helped to become a minister in fact. “The 
minister, next to the lover, and often he is 
both, is one of the most interesting and 
popular characters in fiction. The proposed 
series will discuss him as he is, as he appears 
to others, and as he thinks himself to be. It 
will help him to draw the distinction be- 
tween what he is when he is in his robes 
and when he has taken them off. Fiction 
is well in advance of the screen in its por- 
traits of clergymen, because the latter, ex- 
cept in the case of Roman Catholic priests 
and Jewish rabbis, presents him as a cari- 
cature of what never was on sea or land. 
Compare the minister in Wm. Hart’s 
“Movin’ On” with the minister in Mrs. 
Mason’s “The Minister of the World”’ as 
illustrations of how he may be undone by 
worldliness. In the latter, he is saved to 
himself by going to the poor. If there are 
Gantrys in debunkish novels, there are also 
to be found men (and women) that, as 
Goldsmith said, “allure to brighter worlds 
and lead the way.” May Lamberton 
Becker thinks: 

“The gentlest clergyman in American 
fiction is the delightful Dr. Lavendar of 
Margaret DeLand’s “Old Chester Tales,” 
“The Awakening of Helena Ritchie,” and 
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the rest of this group in which he appears, 
The ministerial student will take as good- 
humoredly as he can the easy solutions of 
social situations and of knotty theological 
problems by naive writers of fiction, as the 
attorney and the physician have to do in 
their callings. 

I recommend the following books for 
special discussion, on account of the variety 
of characters they draw, and the talent 
with which these characters are presented: 

The Conservative Minister. ‘John 
Ward, Preacher” (Margaret Deland). A 
strait-backed, severe Presbyterian preacher, 
after the Chippendale model. 

The Unhappy Minister. “The Shady 
Side” (Mrs. Hubbell). A very dark pic. 
ture of the minister’s martyrdom. His 
church members—for it is a true story— 
treat him contemptibly. The book has 
kept many from entering the ministry. It 
is said that the hero himself lost his pastor- 
ate on account of it. We are told that 
the church at Avon would have called a 
council, after the book appeared, to disci- 
pline him and his wife when they left that 
church, but finally decided that as the 
church would have to entertain the council, 
it would involve expense. ‘The book cre- 
ated tremendous excitement, and wag fol- 
lowed by ‘The Sunny Side” (Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps) and “The Western Side” 
(Harriet Beecher Stowe). ‘The latter 
takes the part of the people against their 
minister, who went West and got malaria. 
His church members leave their work and 
their home duties to care for the needs of 
their pastor and his family, who pronounce 
them selfish. He refuses their requests for 
pastoral calls. But this book, too, proved 
to be a taking of the dog by the ears; for 
the author, whose husband was _ himself 
later excluded, once asked her church to 
pray that he might be converted, as my 
brother Dryden informs me; and a mem- 
ber at once did so; but prayed: “‘O Lord, 
cast de debbil out ob dis woman!” 

The Minister in the Home. ‘The Serv- | 
ant in the House” (Charles Rann Ken- 
nedy). Recalls Marie Corelli’s “The | 
Master Christian’ which received the ban | 
of the Pope for Catholic readers. Christ 
appears disguised as a boy named Manuel. | 
The Cardinal is a beautiful character, 
rousing, as most beautiful characters do, 
the envy of his inferiors. Five things 
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are demanded of him, or he must leave the 

Church; one of them is to abandon the 

boy, who has rebuked the Pope. But he 

follows Manuel to his crucifixion, where 
he learns his true character and kneels in 
adoration. 

The Godly Minister. ‘The Circuit 
Rider's Wife (Corra Harris). One of 
three novels which make ministers’ wives 
paragons of virtue and self-sacrifice, and 
the clergymen husbands poor fools. Each 
of the three is written by a woman, the 
other two being “The Rector of Wyck” 
(May Sinclair) and “Impossible People’’ 
(Maryce Wemyss): “He was the Curate, 
and she was in charge.” (Why not, if she 
be the more capable, and not merely think 
herself so?) 

Perhaps the above commentaries will 
suffice to illustrate the plan. We go on.

ing Purpose” (A. S$. M. Hutchinson).

Devotional Books in the 
Depression 


ERHAPS one of the most interest- 

ing and significant manifestations of 

the current depression has been the 
very definite trend toward serious and in- 
spirational reading. Religious bookstores 
throughout the country are finding that 
sales for religious books, particularly for 
those of a devotional nature, have shown 
a marked increase. In shops that do not 
specialize, this same trend has become ap- 
parent, and it has also been found that 
more and more people are buying only 
those books which will actually give them 
some benefit. In other words books are 
being bought less as a luxury and more 
as a necessity. “Thelma Browne Ziemer’s 
article in last week’s issue developed the 
necessity of changing the bookseller’s atti- 
tude to meet the changing times. Publish- 
ers are also recognizing the trend and are 
shortening lists and making more careful 
selection of manuscripts. 

In the Fleming H. Revell Bookstore in 
New York City, F. H. Pinkham, the man- 
ager, is devoting one entire table to books 
of a devotional nature and finds that the 
demand for these is constantly increasing. 
Especially popular are the day-by-day se- 
lections. In the last year or so, without 
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any special promotion whatever, this store 
has sold more than a thousand copies of 
“Streams in the Desert,” a book published 


by its author in Los Angeles. In this jg. 
sue Charles W. Ferguson outlines in de. 
tail exactly the type of book which appears 
to receive the greatest sales stimulus jp 
hard times, and points out that the book- 
buying of the clergy is undoubtedly cut 
down by a period of financial stringency, 
Eugene Exman points out how the book- 
seller may develop his sales among the 
church group of bookbuyers. 

It is undoubtedly true that in times of 
stress or hardship the people tend to seek 4 
spiritual release. 


Cooperating to Sell Religious 
Books 


PIECE of good cooperation in the 

field of religious books took its in- 

ception from the coming together 
of a score of religious publishers under the 
auspices of the National Association of 
Book Publishers. This group has been 
working for many months to help to give 
religious books, of which there are so many 
titles, a still better place in the sun. 

A cooperative book list issued last fall, 
“Books for a Changing World” was a real 
success, and for this spring a list of fifty 
books has been selected with the coopera- 
tion of three outstanding religious leaders, 
and this list is being given circulation to 
some quarter of a million people. Copies 
with dealer’s own imprints have been pre- 
pared under the committee’s auspices by 
the Publishers’ Weekly office, and are avail- 
able at prices varying from $2 per 100 to 
$11 per 1,000. The list will be found on 
page 854 of this issue. 

The books included in this list were the 
result of editorial suggestions of a board 
consisting of Dr. Daniel A. Poling, Dr. 
Howard Chandler Robbins and Dr. Joseph 
Fort Newton, whose names are familiar 
wherever religious books are read. The 
cooperation of these three men has been 
cheerfully given. 

The publishers have believed that by 
concentrating emphasis on a group of titles 
like this a great many who have been out 
of the habit of buying religious books 
could be added to those who do not let 4 
month go by without buying books. 
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Ad Men Study Bad Retail 
Practices 


TILL further weight is being thrown 

against unfair retail practices, prac- 

tices which have been such a detri- 
ment and burden to the book field, by the 
Affiliated Better Business Bureaus, Inc., 
which has had a Committee on Unfair 
Practices including officers from three 
major advertising associations, the Adver- 
tising Federation of America, the Ameri- 
can Association of Advertising Agencies, 
and the Association of National Advertis- 
ers. Lhis Committee has brought out a 
new credo with six headings, describing 
what they believe to be: misleading adver- 
tising; unfair competitive claims; dispar- 
agement of competitors; underselling 
claims; “bait” offers; deceptive statements 
accompanying cut prices. Under this credo 
it is demanded that advertisers shall cease 
the use of any misleading statements in 
the effort to sell merchandise, shall cease 
publishing statements that lead to false 


conclusions with regard to prices, service, 
etc, shall cease disparaging the prices or 
service of competitors, or laying claim to 
a policy of generally underselling com- 
petitors. 


The book industry, which has suffered 
so keenly from price-cutting, is always in- 
terested to find other industries rallying to 
the support of some better business methods. 

This is further evidenced by a leading 
article in the Saturday Evening Post of 
February 13th entitled “Below Manufac- 
turing Cost” by Jesse R. Sprague and an 
editorial entitled ‘When Profit-Making 
Profits.” ‘The latter reads in part: “The 
American public is not bargain-mad. It 
does not want bargains that are made pos- 
sible by unfair pressure on other people.” 
And the leading article states in part: 
‘There is a type of merchant who is not 
constructive but predatory. He uses price 
as a football to make the public believe he 
sells cheaper than his competitors. He 
features ridiculously low prices on stand- 
ard, well-known articles and makes up the 
difference on articles with which the pub: 
lic is not familiar. He destroys not only 
commodity values but public confidence.” 

his is a strong and accurate statement 
of the effect of using standard goods as 
bait. There is increasing protest on the 
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part of the public against this method, and 
it will be some day made clear that the use 
of standard material as bait by selling it 
below cost and operating expenses cannot 
do anything for the public’s benefit. 

There is a very grave danger at this 
time that this method may be copied by 
other department stores than those which 
are at present using it, and such utterances 
as those in the Post will help confirm the 
better informed public opinion. 


Broadcasters Oppose Copyright 
Changes 
| OUIS CALDWELL, Counsel for the 


National Association of Broadcast- 

ers appeared before the Patents 
Committee on Monday arguing that any 
system of copyright under which registra- 
tion and notice cease to be obligatory 
would be opposed by the radio interests. 
Such a system of copyright, which is com- 
mon to all other countries, would hold, 
he argued, infinite trouble for the broad- 
casters because of the chance of their be- 
coming innocent infringers. “If the flood 
gates are completely opened with automatic 
copyright in the sense in which it is in 
force in Europe,” said Mr. Caldwell, “‘to- 
gether with a copyright term consisting of 
the life of the author plus fifty years, so 
that no one can tell when the term ends, 
there will hardly be any public domain 
and there will in reality be almost per- 
petual copyright.’ Discussing the element 
of damages claimed in connection with in- 
fringement, he said that damages should 
be reduced to damages actually offered by 
the copyright owner, no damages whatever 
in the case of innocent infringement, and 
there should be adequate provision against 
cumulation of statutory damages out of 
all proportion to the actual injury. 

Insistence on copyright with registra- 
tion or notice will prohibit the United 
States from entering into the Copyright 
Union and will leave in the public domain 
for the free use of broadcasters all foreign 
music that is not published or registered 
here. 

Mr. Caldwell made no statement about 
the use of literature over the radio, though 
in his last brief he claimed that the broad- 
casters had absolute right to use such lit- 
erature as they chose without any recogni- 
tion of the author’s rights.

Sales Notes 


HRISTOPHER G. GRAUER of 

the Otto Ulbrich Co., Buffalo, in 

a letter to the Publishers’ Weekly 
tells of their Lenten reading display and of 
the plan the shop had for securing the co- 
operation of the leading Protestant clergy- 
men of the city. “We made this display on a 
table located in a prominent part of the 
store and last year the background was 
formed by attractive posters representing the 
windows of a cathedral church. All during 
Lent we had appropriate window displays 
of religious books such as Bibles, prayer 
books, etc., with window cards explaining 
the purpose of the display and drawing 
attention to certain outstanding books. 
We printed several thousand ligts of books 
in Easter colors and mailed them to pas- 
tors, superintendents of Sunday Schools 
and other groups we believed might be in- 
terested in books of this type. This year 
we shall amplify the plan somewhat. In 
spite of the depressed conditions of the 
book market, the display last year was 


highly effective. We sold many more re 
ligious books than we had been in the habit 
of selling and the display attracted an un- 
usual amount of attention and favorable 
comment.” 

Part of the letter sent this year to the 10 
or 15 outstanding Protestant clergymen ot 
Buffalo by this shop read: “Last year we 
made an attempt to induce more of ou 
patrons to read religious books during the 
Lenten season. ‘The plan we followed was 
to invite 5 or 6 clergymen to send us a list 
of books which they were willing to recom- 
mend for this purpose. ‘The response to 
our appeal was so cordial and the results 
of the venture so gratifying that we wish 
to do much the same thing this year. 

“If you are willing to help us bring 
religious books to the front during this sea- 
son will you kindly send us a list, from 
2 to 5—not over 5—books that you care 
to recommend to your people? Our part 
of the plan calls for the printing of an ap- 
propriate list with an explanation of its 
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purpose and the names of the ministers who 
have recommended the books. Where it 
is desired we are pleased to furnish, free of 
charge, copies of this list for distribution 
among church members and if copies of the 
books are wanted for display purposes we 
shall be pleased to supply them also.” 
ee 


At George W. Jacobs & Co. in Phila- 
delphia a definrte yearly program for pro- 
moting the sale of religious books has been 
established. Once a year a general relig 
ious supply catalog of 80 pages is sent out 
to a special mailing list. “To this same list 
is mailed from time to time a special circular 
on current religious books. In the shop’s 
Book News a certain amount of space is 
always devoted to religious books. In ad- 
dition to this whenever an outstanding 
religious book appears Jacobs prints a spe- 
cial post card calling particular attention 
to the book and the shop usually tries to 
secure commendations of it from leading 
clergymen in the city. In this shop more 
than the usual amount of window display 
space is devoted to books of a religious na- 
ture. “Impressions and Opinions” and 
‘The Philosophy of Religion” by R. Otto 
are new books that are selling. 
et 

The Congregational Publishing Society 
makes a special arrangement of its tables 
during Lent, providing for definite groups 
of appropriate Lenten titles. Windows are 
specially decorated and marked “Lenten 
Reading.” ‘They are frequently changed 
and are made bright and attractive. So 
far as possible pictures of Christ are used in 
the backgrounds of both windows and 
tables. “The general background for Easter 
displays is an altar arrangement of cross 
and chalice. This store reports that the 
personal Bibles have been selling well dur- 
ing the last six weeks, and remarks that 
this is ordinarily true in times of depression.

The Religious Book Shop in Concord, 
New Hampshire, finds that the R. R. 
Bowker Religious Book List, to which it 
gives good circulation in its state, is very 
helpful. It also uses circulars telling of the 
outstanding books and reports that these 
bring responses right along. It expects 
to use this method of promotion urging the 
use of Bibles and religious books, both 
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previous to Easter and previous to Chil- 
dren’s Day which occurs in June. It also 
has had printed on a special card the list 
of books chosen by the Religious Book of 
the Month Club and these are sent out 
monthly as the lists are issued. It finds 
that if the titles are good enough to be se- 
lected by the committee of the Religious 
Book Club there will be a considerable 
sale of at least a portion of each list among 
men who are not members of the Club, 
‘We believe the circular going to the indi- 
vidual direct from the store provided it js 
a good one and brief is the best publicity 
we can get for religious books,” says Ed- 
wards A. Dane, superintendent of the store. 
ts 

‘The Presbyterian Bookstore at 156 Fifth 
Ave., New York City, also finds its mail- 
ing list its most fertile field for promo- 
tional activities. As the store itself is con- 
nected with the headquarters of the Pres- 
byterian Church, a constantly revised mail- 
ing list of all the Presbyterian ministers 
and church workers is always at hand. 
Albert E. Brown, manager of the store, 
says that he always gets a good response 
when he sends out material on any good 
new religious book. Mr. Brown is an ar- 
dent exponent of the theory that it is best 
to concentrate the efforts of a shop on one 
or two books at a time, rather than spend- 
ing effort on many. He says that if you 
show a customer more than one or two 
books particularly in a time like the pres- 
ent, he is likely to get confused and go out 
without buying any. WHe’s also likely to 
think that he can’t afford all the books 
shown him, and forget that it might be pos- 
sible to buy one or two at a time. Just at 
present Mr. Brown is concentrating espe- 
cially on a book on “The Every Member 
Canvass” by H. C. Weber. Over sixty 
orders came in from the mailing list the 
first week, and a great many more have 
been sold directly in the shop.

Every week is Religious Book Week 
with the Presbyterian Book Room in Phila- 
delphia. Further, every week is Good 
Business Week, for the store has suffered 4 
scant 8% drop in business. Books that are 
selling are: “Jesus and the Gospel of 
Love” by Canon Haven. Secular nom 
fiction is sold to ministers who wish to keep 
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abreast of the times. Bernard Fay’s 
“George Washington” has done well. A 
minor amount of fiction sells also. Three 
fourths of the business is mail order and 
a quarterly book catalog that does not “sell” 
the books of only one press, is responsible 
for a well directed sale. Ordering can be 
somewhat gauged by the former response 
to these bulletins.

The American Baptist Publication So- 
cietys rooms in Philadelphia are heavily 
stocked, for business has warranted con- 
tinuing a buying policy that general book- 
shops dismissed in 1930. A few of the 
titles that have contributed to good sales 
are: ‘“\iorals of Tomorrow,” by Ralph 
Sockman; “Jesus Came Preaching,” by 
Buttrick; and “Religion of Jesus” by 
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Toyohiko Kagawa. Religious periodicals, 
a constant source of profit before the pres- 
ent business state, have fallen off seriously. 
Bank failures have had a direct reaction 
upon the subsidizing of church schools and 
clubs. Church funds and Sunday school 
savings accounts have suffered heavy losses 
in this way.

At the Fleming H. Revell Bookstore in 
New York especial emphasis is being laid 
at present on books of a devotional nature, 
and especially on the day-by-day collections 
of devotional readings. F. H. Pinkham, 
the manager, says that always in times of 
depression or hardship, this is the sort of 
book that people turn to for solace. This 
shop keeps a special table of these books 
in a prominent position.

Assembly Committee Kills 
Vanguard Bill 

Y a vote of 8 to 5 the New York 

Assembly Votes Committee decided 
on February 16 not to report the bill of 
Assemblyman Langdon W. Post of New 
York County which provides for the prose- 
cution of the publishers of obscene books 
and magazines, rather than the retatiler. 
The measure was first introduced three 
years ago. It was prepared by Morris 
Ernst, New York attorney, and has been 
sponsored by the Vanguard Press. At the 
suggestion of the sponsors, whose repre- 
sentative, James Henle, spoke in favor of 
the bill, the text was revised so as to make 
it clear that the responsibility for the dis- 
tribution of an obscene book went directly 
from the retailer to the publisher and not 
to the jobber. Others represented at the 
hearing were B. W. Heubsch of the Viking 
Press who represented the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers and a represen- 
tative of the American News Company 
both of whom favored the bill, and Wil- 
liam H. Parsons and John S. Sumner, 
president and secretary of the New York 
Society for the Suppression of Vice, who 
opposed it. It is expected that the bill, in 
its revised form will be brought before the 
Assembly at a later date. 
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Booksellers’ Meetings Continue 


TOCK control and uniform methods 

of accounting were again the subjects 
to be most thoroughly discussed at the 
Chicago regional booksellers’ conference 
sponsored by the A.B.A. and led in dis. 
cussion by Ellis Meyers. Fred H. Tracht, 
of the University of Chicago Bookstore, 
who reported on the conference to the Pyp- 
lishers' Weekly states that 25. earnest 
booksellers met at Kroch’s Bookstore Feb- 
ruary 8 and 9g to discuss the Cheney Sur. 
vey and trade practices in general. Topics 
that received attention were methods of 
stock control, uniform records, budgetary 
purchases, a coupon for ascertaining the 
customer’s taste or reason for the purchase 
of a given book, stock marking to include 
month and year purchased, and _ return 
privilege arrangements which would be fair 
to both publisher and dealer. 

Out-of-town booksellers represented at 
this conference were from Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Cedar Rapids, Waterloo, Milwau- 
kee, Grand Rapids and several smaller IIli- 
nois cities. 

A regional conference will take place in 
Portland, Oregon, at the Multnomah 
Hotel on February 26-27. Booksellers 
throughout the Pacific Northwest are 
making their plans to attend. It is sug- 
gested that book travellers plan to visit the 
states of Oregon, Washington and Idaho 
either before or after February 26-27. 


British Travelers Elect 
ESLIE MUNRO, sales manager for 


William Heinemann, Ltd., has re- 
cently been elected President of the Book 
Publishers’ Representatives’ Association in 
England, according to the Publishers’ Cir- 
cular. Mr. Munro was one of the prime 
movers in the founding of the Association 
in 1924 and was elected the first Hon. Sec- 
retary at that time. On resigning that po- 
sition the next year he became a Vice 
president and has held that office each year 
since then.

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N.A.B.P. Backs Employing 
Printers in Wage Cut Demand 


HE efforts of the New York Em- 
ploying Printers’ Association to re- 
duce wages by 20 per cent in the 
printing plants of New York City are be- 
ing backed by the National Association of 

Book Publishers, it was announced recently 
in a statement issued by Cass Canfield, 
president of the N.A.B.P. Mr. Canfield 
pointed out that New York publishers 
would be more inclined than ever to award 
work to outside printing plants unless 
wage costs were reduced in the city. “The 
Printers’ League section of the New York 
Employing Printers’ Association has an- 
nounced that two of the unions to which 
they had proposed a 20 to 30 per cent wage 
cut had agreed to confer. ‘These are the 
Paper Cutters’ Union, No. 119, and 
Paper Mailers’ and Sheet Straighteners’ 
Union, No. 1. Edward Davis, the presi- 
dent of the New York Press Assistants’ 
Union, No. 23, has issued a statement re- 
jecting the employers’ proposal that the 
men of that union accept a 30 per cent 
wage cut and asserting that the organiza- 
tion would insist upon a continuance of 
the current contract which has a year to 
run. 

Mr. Canfield pointed out in his state- 
ment that high printing costs were caus- 
ing publishers to have more and more 
books printed outside of New York City, 
which resulted in causing more unemploy- 
ment in the city. “In order to supply 
books to the public at lower prices,” Mr. 
Canfield said, “publishers have had to effect 
drastic economies in all departments, but 
printing costs have not come down pro- 
portionally, and we are forced to place 
more and more orders for books with print- 
ers outside of the city, where wages are 
lower. The present high level here is not 
only uneconomic but impossible of main- 
tenance, if the industry is to remain on a 
sound basis and is to continue production 
even on the present scale. 

“It is idle to blame any one for the con- 
ditions today, but they must be faced and 
remedied at once. Naturally the publish- 
ers must insist on a reduction in printing 
Costs out of sheer necessity. At the same 
time it is apparent that the wage earners 
will benefit by a scaling down in wages for 
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the simple reason that a reasonable amount 
of work at an adjusted rate of pay is pre- 
ferable to a small and continually dimin- 
ishing amount at the present rates. Fur- 
thermore, the maintenance of present wages 
in this city will leave the publishers no 
other course than to place their work else- 
where. 

“In view of the status of the unions in 
connection with wage scales as shown by 
the press, if, in the opinion of the employ- 
ing printers, it became necessary to have 
open shop, they would receive the publish- 
ers’ support just as it was given to the 
binders some years ago. I understand that 
the printing industry is 80 per cent union- 
ized.”

GEORGE W. LITTLEJOHN 


Georce W. LITTLEJOHN, who retired 
from active service on December 31, 1931, 
after forty-one years association with 
Rand McNally & Company, died Friday,

years of age. At the time of his retire- 
ment, Mr. Littlejohn was Sales Manager 
of the Juvenile Trade Department of the 
company.

EDGAR WALLACE 

RICHARD EpGAR HorRATIO WALLACE, 
the most prolific and one of the highest 
paid modern writers died of double pneu- 
monia early on the morning of February 
10, in Hollywood, after an illness of only 
a few days. Mr. Wallace came to Holly- 
wood from his home in England several 


months ago to write scenarios for the 
RKO Radio studios. He was 56 years 
old. 


Although he was especially known for 
his mystery stories, almost two hundred of 
which had been produced by his fertile pen, 
he was also the author of fifteen plays 
most of which he produced and directed 
himself. 

Edgar Wallace, as he was commonly 
known, was born in Deptford in 1875. 
In 1900 he married Iva Maud Caldecott, 
who died several years later, leaving him 
two sons, Bryan and Michael, and one 
daughter, Patricia. In 1921 Wallace mar- 
ried again, taking as his wife the woman 
who had been his secretary for five years, 
Ethel Violet King. They had one daughter, 
Penelope. It was the second Mrs. Wallace 
who is said to have made a business man 
out of her husband.

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London or New York? 


The Metropolis of America Superseding the British Capital as the 
Best Auction Market for Genuinely Rare Literary Property 


Frederick M. Hopkins 


PPARENTLY the Lord © Lothian 
A sale, held by the American Art 
Association Anderson Galleries, 
Inc., of New York, January 27 and 28, is 
destined to be famous as marking the be- 
ginning of a new era in the international 
sales of literary property. For more than 
a century London has maintained her su- 
premacy as the center of the rare book- 
trade of the English speaking world. For 
two decades New York has threatened 
that supremacy, and now January, 1932, 
may be the date when New York won first 
rank and London passed to a secondary 
position. “Che Lord Lothian sale is, there- 
fore, an important event of great interest 
in bibliographical history. 

For more than a half century, or since 
the intensive development of the modern 
trade in literary rarities, London’s domi- 
nant position as the best book auction mar- 
ket in the world has been entrenched behind 
her growing trade in America. American 
collectors looked to London for their rare 
books. Our booksellers sent there for stock 
for their shops. Since 1845, when Henry 
Stevens went to England to live and hunt 
rare books and attend London sales for 
James Lenox, John Carter Brown and 
George Brinley, the first great group of 
American collectors, it has become the 
fashion for American dealers to spend a 
portion of each year in London replenishing 
their stock for their growing trade. Since 
the World War it has become more and 


more a custom for American dealers to 
attend London sales, and they are nearly 
always in attendance when important col- 
lections are being dispersed. On more than 
one occasion George D. Smith, rare book 
dealer of New York bought more rare 
books in value in London sales than all 
other competitors combined. Since Smith’s 
death in 1920, Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach has 
become even more famous as a large pur- 
chaser. No Englishman questions the im- 
portance of American trade to London 
booksellers and auction houses. 

Close American observers have been of 
the opinion that it would be only a matter 
of time when Englishmen would be coming 
to New York to attend sales and buy their 
rare books. Successful English collectors 
are a thrifty class; they take pride in buy- 
ing where they can get their books the 
cheapest, and, when forced to part with 
their collections, for one reason or another, 
they take quite as much pride in getting 
just as much as they can for them. There 
can be no doubt that Sir George Holford 
would rather have sold his library at home 
to an English bookseller, all things being 
even, but he was sure he could get more 
for it from Dr. Rosenbach than from any 
other dealer, and the books went to New 
York and Philadelphia. There surely is 
no doubt that Lord Lothian would rather 
have sold his books in London, at Sotheby’s, 
than in any other place on earth, but he had 
good reasons for believing that he could get 
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more for them through the American Art 
Association Anderson Csalleries, Inc., in 
New York, than elsewhere, and the books 
were sent across the Atlantic to be sold at 
auction. I:nglishmen must now admit that 


he used very good judgment. Others follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Sir George Holford 
and Lord Lothian, will do as they did, for 
the same reasons. It will be easier for 
them to do so now, not because they love 
their own booksellers and auction houses 
less, or those of New York more, but for 
the good reason of an inborn keen English 
respect for pounds and shillings. Hard- 
headed Englishmen admire a good trader, 
and the example of Sir George Holford 
and Lord Lothian in due time will appeal 
to them. When they have libraries to sell 
they will figure the problem, not in terms 
of like or dislike, but in more or less gold, 
and if the answer is New York, their books 
will be sold here. 

John Anderson, Jr., foresaw just these 
conditions when he founded the Anderson 
Galleries, in 1900. We distinctly remem- 
ber an interview with him the day before 
his first sale. In substance he said that in 
his opinion America was destined to pro- 
duce a larger number of more enthusiastic 
and successful collectors than any other 
country had ever seen. An auction house 
that would serve them faithfully and efh- 
ciently when buying, and give them a de- 
pendable market, when selling, would have 
a great future. Americans would never 
tolerate the knockout system, or send their 
books to be sold in a country where knock- 
outs were likely to take place. Americans 
wanted to buy in a fair market, and would 
be satisfied to sell in it. ‘They would be 
willing to pay prevailing prices, even 
though the prices seemed high, if they were 
the result of fair competition; and steadily 
increasing values were bound to result in 
greater and greater interest in collecting. 
He expected to establish an auction house 
where he could be the adviser of both seller 
and buyer. He hoped to get fair prices for 
consignments, and at the same time to 
encourage bookbuying and collecting. This 
was the Anderson system, since character- 
ized as the American auction system. 
Three years later he purchased the famous 
auction house of Bangs & Co., and reor- 
ganized under the name of the Anderson 
Auction Company. Eight years later, the 
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library of Robert Hoe, one of the greatest 
collectors of his time, came into the auction 
market. Naturally London, the best auc- 
tion market in the world, expected the 
consignment. A struggle was made for it. 
London lost it and New York won it. Ey. 
ropean experts were sure that the Hoe ex. 
ecutors had made a great mistake. Book. 
sellers from London, Paris and Berlin came 
to New York to pick up bargains. The 
evening before the first session of the sale 
of the first part, it was estimated that the 
vellum copy of the Gutenberg Bible would 
bring $30,000, with the help of London 
and Continental competition. A New 
York bookseller bought it for $50,000, At 
the conclusion of the first evening session 
one of the London booksellers remarked to 
another bookseller that “if this type of 
competition is going to continue we might 
as well go home tomorrow.” And these 
foreign booksellers all returned home prac- 
tically empty handed, and they have not 
come to New York to buy books since, 
And the reason is that they do not like 
American competition. From the sale of 
the first part of the Hoe Library, in 1911, 
very few consignments of books have crossed 
the Atlantic to be sold in London, for the 
good reason consignors were sure of higher 
prices in New York. ‘The Herschel V. 
Jones, John L. Clawson and Jerome Kern 
sales have made new high records by which 
stock in London bookshops has been marked 
up many tens of thousands of pounds. So 
far as consignments from America are con- 
cerned London is not a competitor of New 
York. 

We now come to the Lord Lothian sale. 
When it was first announced that these 
books and manuscripts from Blickling Hall 
and New Battle Abbey had been consigned 
to be sold in New York, the feeling in 
London trade circles was much the same as 
when it was known that Sir George Hol- 
ford had sold his library to a New York 
bookseller. Danger was scented. There 
was not only disappointment and resent 
ment, but a distinct note of alarm. British 
opinion, even in emergencies, generally s0 
well expressed, was hysterical. The Lor 
don Morning Post led the outburst. It 
declared that a letter protesting against 
Lord Lothian’s determination to sell his 
books in New York had been met by 4 
“remarkable manifestation of public indig- 
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nation”; and published letters from libra- 
rians, booksellers and auctioneers of inter- 
national repute, expressing regret that “so 
valuable a collection had been lost to the 
nation without warning.” One letter said 
that “Lord Lothian had aimed a severe 
blow at one of the oldest British trades.” 
The Keeper of Printed Books in the British 
Museum remarked that “Experience has 
shown that up till now prices have been 
better at big sales here than in America.” 
Dr. Henry Cuppy, librarian of John Ry- 
lands Library in Manchester, guardedly 
replied, “One will watch with great inter- 
est to see what will happen.” Sotheby’s, 
London’s famous auction house, said: “It 
is a fact that in certain branches of col- 
lecting American buying preponderates .. . 
Whether the property sold is or is not likely 
to be bought by Americans, New York has 
unquestionably no advantage over London 
as a place to sell it. Apart from the rela- 
tive experience of firms who have never 
sold a great European library as compared 
with those who have done so for genera- 
tions in England, the fact is clear that 
American and Continental buyers regularly 
attend, or are represented at, important 
London sales, and often spend a large part 
of the year in England, whereas European 
attendance and competition in New York 
is virtually negligible.” The director of a 
famous London bookshop said: ‘‘London 
is the best market for books, and always 
has been. Experiments of this kind have 
been tried before and have not usually 
been so successful as owners expected. A 
London auctioneer’s catalog carries fur- 
ther than catalogs of any other auctioneer 
inthe World. The exceptional prices that 
are paid in America are not for the type of 
books in this library.” 

Now let us take a quick glance at these 
statements in the clear light of the morning 
after the evening before. ‘Remarkable 
manifestation of public indignation.” Why 
did not Lord Lothian have just as good a 
right to sell his books in America in order 
to get the best price, as English booksellers 
who had been selling books there for the 
same reason? Why did he not have just 
as good a right to take advantage of the 
American book market as Sotheby’s had 
been doing since the day of Henry Stevens? 
Why this hysterical indignation ? 

The statement that Lord Lothian had 
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“aimed a severe blow at one of the oldest 
British trades” is rank nonsense. He would 
rather have sold his books at Sotheby’s, in 
London, but he was convinced he could get 
more for them in New York, and that was 
a good Scotch reason for sending them 
here. Why should he sell his books through 
a London auction house to English dealers 
when they were so quick to take advantage 
of American trade when it was for their 
interest as traders to do so? 

“Lost to the Nation.”’ Nonsense again. 
The manuscripts and books were only lost 
to an auction sale at Sotheby’s. “They were 
lost to the British nation only in case 
their sale was allowed to go by default. 
American book buyers and dealers had been 
buying books in London since the days of 
John Harvard, in the first quarter of the 
seventeenth century, cheerfully paying the 
price of English booksellers and competing 
in English auction rooms. Why should 
not English librarians, collectors and book- 
sellers have come to New York, or sent 
their commissions through a representative, 
or to an American bookseller, if these 
manuscripts and books were so precious to 
Englishmen? If they had wanted the books 
they could have had them by paying the 
price, as Americans have been doing in 
London. But we are loth to believe that 
true sportsmanship has deserted the English 
people. We are loth to believe that their 
indignation was so great that they would 
not quickly take advantage of real bar- 
gains if they had been confident that there 
were to be any. The memory of the Hoe 
sale, and many conflicts with American 
booksellers on the battlefield of Sotheby, 
had taught them to believe that they were 
not likely to make expenses for the trip to 
New York if they attended the sale. 

To paraphrase the words of the librarian 
of John Rylands Library, English con- 
signors can now see what has happened to 
Lord Lothian’s books in New York, and 
the result ought to interest them greatly. 
The official of the British Museum can 
now revise his statement that ‘Experience 
has shown that up till now prices have been 
better here than in America,” and bring it 
up to date. More new high records were 
made in the Hoe, Jones, Clawson and Kern 
sales than in any four sales ever held in 
London. ‘This library official should add 
these catalogs to his bibliographical shelf 
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and study them. It will be worth while. 

The director of Sotheran’s is a fair man, 
and will, we believe, concede that our pre- 
mier auction house can make a good cata- 
log, and can sell illuminated manuscripts. 
incunabula and rare Americana, and get 
good prices for them even in the worst 
month of world-wide depression that this 
century has seen. 

If the Lord Lothian sale had been a fail- 
ure, our English friends would have glee- 
fully quoted their prophecies. When the 
next big English consignment comes to 
New York, as it will, it would be advisable 
to save English indignation, to be cooler 
and more guarded when making prophecies, 
and practice somte of the good sportsman- 
ship that has made Englishmen so famous. 
The prices of $61,000 for the Tikytt Psal- 
ter,* $55,000 for the Blickling Homilies 
and $45,000 for the Colard Mansion Boc- 
caccio will long be quoted to show that 
American collectors appreciate fine manu- 
scripts and rare books and can be depended 
upon to pay a good price for them. Amer- 
ican dealers and collectors will continue 
to go to London for rare books. They will 
buy from English booksellers and in Lon- 
don auction rooms and cheerfully pay Eng- 
lish prices. We hope English collectors 
and dealers will learn the way to New 
York, where they will be warmly welcomed 
and will be sure of a good time. The trip 
will be worth while just to keep informed 
as to what Americans are doing and how 
they do it. 

John Anderson’s prediction that America 
would produce a larger number of more 
enthusiastic and successful collectors that 
any country had ever seen has already come 
true. It has had in Brinley, Carter Brown, 
Lenox, Hoe, Morgan and Huntington, as 
great names, representing as great accom- 
plishments in bibliographical annals, as any 
that England can boast, and they have a 
multitude of followers. New York has 
just won her first internatitonal laurels. 
We have in Dr. Rosenbach the world’s 
greatest bookseller, and in the American 
Art Association Anderson Galleries, Inc. 
the best equipped book auction house to be 
found anywhere, conducted strictly on the 
John Anderson, Jr.-American plan. 
 [*The Tikytt Psalter, which was bought by Dr. 


Rosenbach has been anonymously donated to the 
Spencer collection of illustrated books in the New 


York Public Library. Ed.]. 
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The Lord Lothian manuscripts and 
books brought $410,545. Some of the 
English newspapers exchanged dollars into 
pounds at the rate of $5.00 per pound 
which would have made £82,109. Cues 
at this exchange rate it gives £7,109 more 
than the only estimate (£75,000 by an 
English bookseller in a personal letter) that 
we have seen of what the books would haye 
brought in London, with the aid of Amerj- 
can and Continental competition. But 
when or where has the English pound been 
worth $5.00 in United States gold? It js 
safe, we believe, to say—never and no- 
where. It was not fair, or good sports. 
manship to calculate exchange on this basis, 
and English journalists knew it, but there 
were too many American dollars, and they 
did not know just what to do with them, 
The English pound is worth a few cents 
less than $3.50, but calculating exchange 
on this basis, which is certainly fair for 
London, the Lord Lothian rarities brought 
£117,297. If the sale had taken place in 
London, and, if the books and manuscripts 
had brought £75,000, exchanged into 
American dollars, would have amounted to 
$262,500, or $148,045 less than they actu- 
ally brought in New York. Bibliographi- 
cal history will not juggle with figures. 
And English collectors, it is undoubtedly 
safe to say, are not likely to be deceived 
either. 

London or New York? Which shall it 
be? Business gravitates toward the best 
prices and largest profits. Nowhere is this 
truer than in England. Who can doubt 
that the Lord Lothian sale is the forerun- 
ner of many other valuable collections that 
will cross the Atlantic to be sold in the 
best book auction market of the World. 
Even London does not doubt it. The 
London Morning Post saw the writing on 
the wall when it raised its cry of alarm. 
The lack of confidence, good judgment and 
sound arguments betrayed the English state 
of mind.

CHAPTER III (Conclusion ) 


Mr. Bradford Understands a Want 


ILLIAM BRADFORD’S pio- 
W neership was not to end with the 
establishment of his New York 


press in 1693. In 1723, when sixty years 
old. he issued from Perth Amboy, then 
the capital of New Jersey, a compilation 
of the session laws of that province. ‘The 
title-page declares unequivocally that the 
compilation was “printed....in the City 
of Perth Amboy.” Doubt has been cast 
on the literal intent of this statement; it 
has been argued that as New York was a 
good four-hours’ sail down the bay and 
into the Kill Van Kull, it would have been 
highly unbusinesslike for Bradford to trans- 
port his heavy equipment to the Jersey 
shore, reassemble it, print his book, dis- 
mantle his apparatus, and return it to New 
York, fifteen miles away, when he could as 
readily have printed the session laws in 
New York with any title-page he chose and 
shipped the copies to Perth Amboy. 

For all that, the evidence tends to show 
that the book actually was printed in Perth 
Amboy, exactly as Bradford announced. 
The case is clearly set forth in the chap- 
ter on early printing in British North 
America which Lawrence C. Wroth, libra- 
rian of the John Carter Brown Library at 
Providence, contributed to “Printing: <A 
Short History of the Art,” edited by R. 
A. Peddie (London, 1927). In 1723 the 
province of New Jersey authorized a paper- 
money issue, and as Bradford was already 
the province’s official printer, operating 
from New York, the contract musc have 
been awarded to him. ‘To prevent fraud 
on the part of the printer in the handling 
of these bills,” declares Mr. Wroth, “cer- 
tain cautionary provisions of the Act made 
It almost imperative that he work, as 
Keimer was commissioned to do later, under 
the observation of commissioners appointed 
to represent the Government. For these 
reasons one may assume that Bradford 
printed the money in Perth-Amboy instead 


of in his New York office. ‘The job was 
one of unusual profit for the printer, and 
the notes were made in this case, I believe, 
from woodcut blocks, which could be 
printed on an ordinary press. It is not 
dificult to think of Bradford for this rea- 
son moving a press and appurtenances from 
New York to Perth-Amboy and, after the 
money had been finished, of printing there 
an edition of the recent Assembly statutes. 
At any rate we have the coincidence that 
in these two years, 1723 and 1728, when 
paper money issues were printed in New 
Jersey by outside printers, volumes of newly 
made statutes also appeared bearing the 
names of these printers and of the New 
Jersey towns in which the money had been 
put to press.” 

The Keimer here mentioned was Samuel 
of that ilk, Benjamin Franklin’s associate, 
who in 1728 issued, over a Burlington im- 
print, the session laws of 1727-28. In 
1727 an issue of New Jersey paper money 
was printed by Franklin and Keimer, on a 
press taken to Burlington for the purpose. 
This four-ply coincidence, Mr. Wroth be- 
lieves, is too impressive to be ignored, and 
he concludes therefore that one should be 
“willing to acknowledge as genuine the im- 
print in Bradford’s case, too, and to con- 
cede the year 1723 as marking the begin- 
ning of printing in New Jersey.” 

Both the Perth Amboy and the Burling- 
ton enterprises, however, were temporary 
ventures. It was left for James Parker to 
establish the first permanent New Jersey 
press at Woodbridge, not far from Perth- 
Amboy, where he issued in 1755 “An Or- 
dinance for Regulating and Establishing the 
Fees of the Courts of Chancery of the 
Province of New Jersey’ as his earliest sur- 
viving Woodbridge imprint. Parker, a 
native of Woodbridge, was a graduate of 
Bradford’s shop, and as has been noted, 
established the first press in New Haven in 
1754. Isaiah Thomas characterized him as 
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“well acquainted with printing, a neat 
workman, and active in business’’—a satis- 
factory epitaph. 

Virginia almost achieved the distinction 
of being the second colony, and the first 
outside of New England, to establish a 
press—an honor which it well merited 
owing to its transcendent importance in the 
provincial scheme. William Nuthead set 
up a press at Jamestown in 1682 and, from 
credible evidence, completed two or three 
minor productions, but orders came from 
London that the venture must halt, and 
halt it did. Thus was Virginia’s typo- 
graphical clock set back for almost fifty 
vears, for not until 1730 did William Parks 
issue from his press at Williamsburg the 
first Virginia imprint which survives today 

-William Gooch’s “Charge to the Grand 
Jury.” 

Nuthead, after being stopped by royal 
decree from prosecuting his trade at James- 
town, thereupon anticipated William Brad- 
ford, James Franklin, and Daniel Fowle— 
if he could not print where he was, he 
would print elsewhere. “Thus was print- 
ing introduced in Maryland, where, at St. 
Mary’s City, Nuthead had established. a 
press certainly by 1686. His first known 
imprint (and even of this no copy survives, 
the work being known only by a London 
reprint of 1689) was “Declaration of Rea- 
sons and Motives for the Present Appear- 
ing in Arms of their Majesties Protestant 
subjects in the Province of Maryland.” 
Nuthead’s widow, Dinah, conducted his 
business after his death, subsequently trans- 
ferring it to Annapolis. It is thus possible, 
from the above inconclusive data, that 
Maryland may have had a press before 
William Bradford set up shop in Philadel- 
phia. At all events it can claim the credit 
(leaving out of account Nuthead’s abortive 
efforts at Jamestown in 1682) of being 
one ot the four colonies in which the art 
was established before the close of the 
seventeenth century. 

Destiny intervened to retard the devel- 
opment of printing in South Carolina when 
Eleazer Phillips, Jr., set up a press at 
Charleston in 1731. He died the follow- 
ing year and was succeeded by Thomas 
Whitmarsh, whom fate overtook after al- 
most the same interval. Lewis Timothy, 
who succeeded Whitmarsh, was of some- 
what hardier stuff but unfortunately was 
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not a good business man, according to the 
testimony of a former employer who was 
an excellent judge of such matters—Ben- 
jamin Franklin. After Timothy’s death his 
widow Elizabeth carried on the business for 
a few years adding thus another name to 
the notable roster of women pioneers of 
American printing. Not until eighteen 
years after Phillip’s brief tenure at Charles- 
ton did James Davis of Virginia establish 
the first North Carolina press at Newbern, 
A dozen years later still, presumably in 
1761, James Adams introduced printing to 
Delaware. His earliest known production 
was a Wilmington ‘“Almanack for 1762.” 

With the inauguration of a press at Sa- 
vannah by James Johnston in 1763 (or 
possibly in 1762,) printing became a factor 
in the development of the last of the thir- 
teen original colonies to seek to take ad- 
vantage of its benefits. It is worth while 
to pause a moment in the present narrative 
and to offer a summary of the status of 
the art at this moment measured in terms 
of its products—their number and their 
species. It had taken the printing press just 
short of a century and a quarter to ac- 
complish the journey from Cambridge to 
Savannah. ‘There were those among the 
weatherwise who detected the scent of 
stormclouds below the horizon, but hardly 
the shrewdest among them appreciated the 
imminence of a hurricane that would sun- 
der the cluster of settlements along the 
Atlantic seaboard from the mother country. 

The simplest way in which to make a 
survey of the printing field in 1763 is to 
turn to the third volume of Evans’s bib- 
liography and take a quick census. More 
than 230 titles are listed, but several of 
them are of newspapers newly established 
or recently transferred from weak to 
strong jurisdiction—or sometimes vice 
versa. Of the non-periodical issues that 
remain (not including almanacs as periodi- 
cals), nearly one half fall within the cate- 
gory of religious and theological. It was a 
day, of course, in which the influence of 
the church reached into all the concerns of 
existence. “‘New England being a country 
whose interests are remarkably enwrapped 
in ecclesiastical circumstances,” said Cotton 
Mather, ‘“‘ministers ought to interest them- 
selves in politics.” And ministers certainly 
did. The colonial printer would have been 
hard put to it to survive had it not been 
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for the disputatiousness of the pulpit and its 
eagerness to take all human activity for its 
province. ; 

Affairs of state occupied the press in 
only half as much abundance, though form- 
ing the next largest group of titles after 
theology. ‘Then came that old standby the 
almanac—more than thirty were issued in 
1763, headed, both alphabetically and com- 
mercially, by Nathaniel Ames’s ““Astronomi- 
cal Diary,” issued in Boston, New London, 
Newport and New Haven. 

These three groups account for well 
over three quarters of the American im- 
prints of that year. The remaining titles 
fall under sundry miscellaneous headings, 
of which two are worth special considera- 
tion in that they touch the common man 
most intimately. ‘These categcries are the 
useful arts, of which there are half a 
dozen examples, and that division which 
can most satisfactorily be headed Enter- 
tainment—books whose primary purpose 
may have been, in one or two instances, to 
instruct, but which, taken as a group, 
form the closest approach to books to be 
read for the pleasure of reading that that 
day could offer. In this connection two 
important considerations must perpetually 
be borne in mind. ‘The first is that much 
of the printed matter of the day, including 
particularly the “reading” books, was im- 
ported from England—the colonists, be it 
remembered, were still using English- 
made Bibles and would continue to use 
them until the Revolution was all but 
over. ‘Ihe second is the fact that many 
of the “reading” books of the day were 
read to pieces, so that of dozens of these 
no examples survive for inclusion in 
Evans or for later discovery—the fate of 
the earliest issues of the “New England 
Primer” is ample corroboration. 

In New York the enterprising Hugh 
Gaine published James Boydell’s “Mer- 
chant Freighters’ and Captains of Ships’ 
Assistant” and W. H. Dilworth’s Com- 
plete Letter Writer; or Polite Eng- 
lish Secretary.” Stephen Sewall’s “He- 
brew Grammar” appeared the same year, 
at Boston, “printed by R. and S. Draper, 
for the Honorable and Reverend the Pres- 
ident Fellows of Harvard-College’ — 
Printed, too, just in time, for the Hebrew 
types were lost in a fire a few months 
later. From the press of B. Franklin and 
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D. Hall of Philadelphia came “A New 
Set of Copies, in Large Modern Round 
‘Text, for the Use of Schools,” the work 
of William Thorne, ‘“Writing-Master and 
Accomptant” in that city, while William 
Goddard issued at Providence a_ highly 
useful “Table of the Value of the Lawful 
Money Bills of This Colony, in Old 
Tenor, at Twenty-three and One Third 
for One, Interest Included.” Certain 
of these titles may well be lacking in emo- 
tional stimulus to the jaded reader of a 
later generation, but he will at least grant 
them precedence of interest over Samuel 
How’s “The Sufficiency of the Spirit’s 
Teaching, Without Humane Learning: 
or a Treatise Tending to Prove Human 
Learning to Be No Help to the Spiritual 
Understanding of the Word of God” 
(Wilmington, John Adams) and Joseph 
Bellamy’s “A Blow at the Root of the Re- 
fined Antinomianism of the Present Age,” 
printed in Boston by Samuel Kneeland. 

Of examples of ‘a tale which holdeth 
children from play and old men from the 
chimney corner,’ to borrow the perfect 
quotation from Sir Philip Sidney which 
the editors of Everyman’s Library took 
for their fiction titles, there was a grievous 
lack. One might pass an enthralled half 
hour with “Dying Speech of Bristol, a 
Negro Boy of 16 Years Old, Who Was 
Executed at Taunton, December 1, 1763, 
for the Murder of Mrs. Elizabeth 
M’Kinstry,” rushed into type at Boston, 
but one would prefer to hear the matter 
after deft recasting by Edmund Pearson. 
There was doubtless an abundance of 
topical amusement in “New-Year Verses 
of the Carriers of the Pennsylvania 
Gazette” and “New-Year Verses of the 
Carriers of the Pennsylvania Journal”— 
a pleasant practice that survived at least 
into the time of the present commentator, 
and which in the early years of the nine- 
teenth century would have some _ illus- 
trious exemplars. For more certain de- 
light one would have had to turn to two 
importations of sufficient appeal to merit 
reprinting in America, such as “Mother 
Midnight’s Comical Pocket-Book: or, a 
Bone for the Criticks. Being a Sure and 
Certain Cure for the Hip. Containing 
the Nicest and Largest Dish of Novelties, 
That Ever Was Seen—Heard—Smelt— 
or Tasted; Carefully Cook’d-Up by 
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Mother Midnight’s Merry Grandson; 
Containing Nothing but Originals, All 
Very Humorous, Prodigious Satyrical, and 
Quite Uncommon; Informing the Pub- 
lick That This Dish of Dishes Was 
Wrote in an Uncommon Place, at An 
Uncommon ‘Time, by an Uncommon 
Hand, Humphrey Humdrum, Esq.’’—to 
wit, Joseph Lewis—‘‘London: Printed. 
Boston, New-England ; Re-printed and sold 
by Zechariah Fowle, in Marlborough- 
street, MDCCLXIII.” Better yet, the 
alert Christophe Saur of Germantown (a 
Germantown of which the accent was then 
heavily on the German), could forsake his 
native tongue for the moment and issue, 
for the joy of such as chose to buy, “The 
Dreadful Visitation in a Short Account of 
the Progress and Effects of the Plague, the 
Last Time It Spread in the City of Lon- 
don in the Year 1665 Extracted from the 
Memoirs of a Person Who Resided There, 
During the Whole Time of That Infec- 
tion’—and thus was Daniel Defoe intro- 
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duced to the New World. Eleven years 
would elapse before a shrivelled chapbook 
version of “Robinson Crusoe,” the first to 
appear in North America, would be issued 
in New York. 

There did exist an American literature 
of a sort, and it will be briefly surveyed 
in a succeeding chapter. But one great 
American classic, and the only one to 
which the quality of greatness can be as- 
signed for its day, was already in the living 
if not in the making—its author would 
not begin to put it into words until 1771, 
and it would not reach type until twenty 
years thereafter, when it would inaugurate 
one of the strangest adventures in the his- 
tory of publishing. Its author to be, mean- 
while, was already a figure of such super- 
lative importance in the history of Ameri- 
can printing (and was preparing to take 
an equally important place on the stage of 
grand events) that he must be considered 
in rather more ample detail than any other 
single individual who touches these notes. 


A Handbook of the Literature of the 
Rev. C. L. Dodgson (Lewis Carroll) 


Sidney Williams and Falconer Madan

AVING written more than a Bib- 
H liography and rather less than a 

Life the compilers have well 
named this excellent work a “Handbook of 
the Literature’ of Lewis Carroll. ‘The 
bibliographical portion of the catalog alone, 
the physical collations of all the editions 
printed or issued by Carroll during his 
lifetime (1845-1898) in chronological 
order, as well as all editions issued after 
his death or at any date in America, was a 
tremendous task and is well done. But 
in addition to this there is supplied keys to 
the many topical allusions and amusing 
innuendoes with which the creator of 
“Alice” delighted to amuse himself and 
his contemporaries in many of his numer- 
ous and extremely ephemeral pamphlets; 
reprints (and in some cases the first ap- 


pearances in print) of several articles, lists 
of portraits, dramatizations, memoirs, imi- 
tations, miscellanea, and so on, the whole 
forming an amazingly complete and accu- 
rate record of the literary efforts of one 
“upon whom” the National Review, at 
least, stated at the time of his death “fu- 
ture generations will not waste a single 
thought.” Mr. Falconer Madan, it is 
noted, supplied most of the notes from his 
personal recollections of Carroll. 

A large portion of the material in the 
present work was drawn, of course, from 
the collection of M. L. Parrish, of Phila- 
delphia, and from the collections at Har- 
vard University, which between them 
contain almost everything listed in this 
Handbook, and due credit is given them 
in the notes and references. It is inter- 
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esting to note in passing that, according to 
the compilers ‘there is no 1865 Alice in 
any English library open to the public,” 
and then remember in contrast, there is 
reputed not to be a single perfect copy of 
the First Folio of Shakespeare now pri- 
vately owned in England. ‘The Carroll 
collection in the British Museum is im- 
portant “by the extent of its literature 
rather than by the rarity of its volumes.” 
But notwithstanding these collections, their 
distinctiveness and completeness, the more 
modest collector of Carrolliana should take 
heart from the number of items listed 
here which have disappeared completely 
and are known only through references in 
letters, through mention by Collingwood 
in his Life, etc. Let the collector, for 
example, unearth the Richmond School 
Magazine, 1845, to which Carroll con- 
tributed ‘““The Unknown One” (an apt 


title), his first appearance in print by nine 


years, and he need envy no possessor of 
an 1865 Alice. It is most probable that, 
due to their listing here, some of them may 
well be recovered, just as following the 
publication of S. H. Williams’ earlier Car- 
roll bibliography several additional copies 
of “An Easter Greeting to Every Child 
Who Loves Alice,” the complex bibliogra- 
phy of which is here exhaustively treated, 
turned up. 


Indeed so well done is the work that 
practically no important errors have crept 
in at all though Mr. Williams’ generally 
excellent essay upon the earliest issues of 
“Alice's Adventures” in which he points 
out again the fact that the 1865 edition is 
octavo and the 1866 quarto, contains sev- 
eral curious minor errors and, at best, 
unfortunate expressions of opinion. Har- 
vard College Library is not situated, for 
example, in “Columbia, U. S. A.,” and the 
information that the Kern copy of the 1865 
Alice brought $10,000 should be supple- 
mented with mention of the fact that it 
was rebound. Likewise the “amazing 
figure of £5,000” for an inscribed first 
Alice is hardly “about the value of a first 
folio of Shakespeare,” even today, at least 
Quaritch who recently cataloged a first 
folio at £18,000 is not of that opinion. 

It is well known, of course, that the 
Appleton issue of Alice, New York 1866, 
is reputed to be the sheets of the suppressed 
English 1865 edition with a new title- 
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page. Mr. Williams states that he has 
seen but one copy, his own, of this Ameri- 
can edition, which he calls the second issue 
of the first edition and states that the con- 
tents are precisely the same as the first 
issue. “The reviewer, however, is reliably 
informed that there are several important 
typographical differences which may prove 
the American edition to be a true second 
edition, not “issue”; it is to be regretted 
that this question is not definitely settled 
here once and for all. 

‘These are minor flaws, however, and 
scarcely worth mentioning. But to blame, 
as Mr. Williams does, the high prices 
which some Carroll items have recently 
brought to ‘a sort of book frenzy which 
has possessed our American friends on the 
other side,” is to overlook the very definite 
influence some English dealers have had 
on the late rise in prices, and the gratuitous 
remarks on the “competitive extravagance 
of collectors, whose indecent rivalry urges 
them to acquire treasures for the mere sake 
of possession,” is to throw at collectors in 
general and perhaps at some in particular 
whose enthusiasm have made this work 
possible, a direct though probably unin- 
tended slur. And there are other com- 
ments which might, for the sake of the 
goodwill of all lovers of Alice in all coun- 
tries who will greet this Handbook with 
the delight and respect and admiration its 
real and unaffected labor and scholarship 
deserve, have remained unsaid. 

The plates, presswork and general make- 
up of the book are, of course, excellent and 
in every way worthy of the Oxford Press 
which printed also the very first Alice; 
the charming reproduction of ‘Tenniel’s 
Alice, Miss Mary Badcock, later Mrs. 
Probert, may give to many, as it did the 
reviewer, a most delightful realization of 
just how charming was the model for Sir 
John Tenniel’s illustrations and how close 
is the resemblance, even better in the Look- 
ing-Glass, it is stated, than in Alice. To 
every collector of Carroll and to every 
lover of Alice, the Handbook is a necessity. 

Finally there will be an exhibition of 
Carolliana in London, in July of this year, 
and the authors appeal to anyone who may 
have material of interest to communicate 
with the committee in care of the Oxford 
Press. <A similar exhibition will be held at 
Columbia University earlier in the year.

numbers of the Publishers’ Weekly on the 
Holmes stanzas to “The Star Spangled 
Banner.’ You will be interested to know 
that we have the sheet music copyrighted 
by Oliver Ditson Company in 1861.” Ap- 
parently (and in view of past lapses this 
department begs to stress, and stress again, 
that ‘‘apparently’) the stanzas in this 
form have escaped the attention of bibliog- 


raphers. With bowed head we await the 
inevitable blow. 
The two hundredth anniversary of 


Washington’s birthday occured this week; 
the economic horizon is clearing (oh, 
yeah?); and it may not be inapropos to 
present here the definitive text of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” as it is given in 
“Poems of the Late Francis S. Key, Esq., 
Author of “The Star Spangled Banner.’ 


With an Introductory Letter by Chief 
Justice Taney. New York: Robert Carter 
& Brothers, No. 530 Broadway. 1857.” 

If a prize fund were available to this 
department it would be awarded in toto 
to the first reader to submit a perfect 
sworn transcription of the following four 
stanzas without first having read them, We 
are certain that persons exist who know 
them all, but we doubt if more than one 
of every hundred persons who do know 
them all (if there are that many) can ac- 
curately render the sixth line of the second 
stanza sight unseen:

HE enthusiasm with which the Eng- 
land of the 1870's hailed the appear- 
ance of that new and effulgent Star 
of the Uttermost West named Bret Harte 
is worth detailed consideration both for 
its technical bibliographic interest and for 
its deep-reaching social and cultural signifi- 
cance. Ever since the days of Irving and 
Cooper, England had been alert to the 
growth of a native literature in America, 
generally expressing its appreciation by the 
unequivocal testimonial of wholesale piracy. 
As America was simultaneously paying a 
like compliment to popular English writers 
it is perhaps just as well to pass lightly 
over the ethical aspect of the business, since 
the evil met check with counter-check and 
had probably struck something like a bal- 
ance by the time international copyright ' 
progress put it in the category of unsafe 
risks. Moreover, some good came of it at 
last. Few Americans and few Englishmen 
knew enough about the inner secrets of 
publishing to be conscious of the fact that 
they were receiving stolen goods; they read 
and admired in all innocence, and reputa- 
tions were made in a night, particularly in 
England, that might have had to wait long 
for their burgeoning had they been left in 
the care of a single legitimate sponsor. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe found an authorized 
publisher in London for “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” but a dozen who were not author- 
ized were in the field earlier, and the in 
credibly wide dissemination of their loot 
may have made things somewhat easier for 
her brother Henry a dozen years later. 
Most picturesque, probably most capable, 
and certainly most enterprising among Vic- 
torian literary pirates on either side of the 
Atlantic was John Camden Hotten. Hot- 
ten, born in 1832, had traveled to America 
when he was eighteen and spent eight years 
there before he returned to London with 
his ability to recognize a joke undimmned 
by association with that uncouth peasantry 
whose goings-on had so ruffled the esthetic 
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feathers of Charles Dickens. Hotten wrote, 
compiled, edited as well as published. He 
appears to have been the inventor of the 
omnibus book, for his “Yankee Drolleries,” 
of seven hundred pages, selling for three 
shillings and sixpence, was followed in 
1869 by “More Yankee Drolleries,” of 
like amplitude. Within the bulging covers 
of these anthologies James Russell Lowell, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Artemus Ward, 
Charles Godfrey Leland, Josh Billings, 
Orpheus C. Kerr, Major Jack Downing 
and Petroleum V. Nasby bore the banner 
of laughter into thousands of English homes 
not to their own direct profit. Mark ‘Twain 
appeared and was duly appropriated, and a 
few months later, in a more dazzling access 
of fame, Bret Harte. Hotten appropriated 
the poems and “The Luck of Roaring 
Camp,” the latter early enough to reprint 
the first issue, lacking “Brown of Cala- 
veras.” He brought out the poems (under 
a title of his own choosing, “That Heathen 
Chinee and Other Poems Mostly Humor- 
ous’; he picked “Lothaw” from the “Con- 
densed Novels” (which had already suf- 
fered piracy at home) and issued it as a 
separate pamphlet, publishing the remain- 
ing parodies as “Sensation Novels’; he pub- 
lished ‘East and West Poems” in 1871, 
the year of its original Boston appearance, 
as “East and West.” Hotten’s death in 
1873 probably aided the cause of inter- 
national amity, but it removed much poten- 
tiality for excitement from the publishing 
panorama. 

Subsequently the firm of George Rout- 
ledge and Sons issued ‘“The Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp” in an edition which contained 
“Brown of Calaveras” (a fact duly noted, 
presumably as a slap at Hotten) as well as 
an introduction and glossary by Tom Hood, 
son of the author of “The Song of the 
Shirt.” The glossary provides no inaccu- 
rate standard for the measuring of Harte’s 
transatlantic popularity, for he had not 
alone discovered a new corner of the world 
but a new language with it, and one which 
English readers found the greatest phone- 
tic novelty since the rise of Hosea Biglow. 
“Gambling,” declared Hood, “with its two 
chief games at cards, ‘Euchre,’ which is a 
sort of Piquet, and ‘Poker,’ which is a 
sort of Brag (not to name Ronda, a sort 
of roulette), supplies much Californese. 
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In the latter game, the covering of the las 
player’s stake throws a light upon the 
motive of the gentleman who ‘saw the pin 
and went two diamonds better,’ as it she 
explains how a street in Roaring Camp 
could ‘lay over,’ i.e., cover, a street in Red 
Dog.” 

The English reader learned further that 
‘“‘a ‘Grocery’ in America does not confine 
itself to tea, but combines a bar with , 
counter, as a rule, especially when it js , 
‘corner grocery.’ <A ‘stated preacher’ is the 
regularly appointed minister, as distip- 
guished from irregular and unordained 
holders-forth. Saleratus is ‘digger’ for 
‘Sal a@ratus,’ a preparation of soda, used in 
lieu of yeast for the saving of time in bak- 
ing, and seemingly also employed in the 
teapot to soften the spring-water of the 
mines. . . . Thanks to the notorious Fisk 
and his doings, few will need to be told the 
meaning of a ‘Ring’ in politics or finance, 
‘Thence comes the verb; and when Roaring 
Camp thought Red Dog, if entrusted with 
the baby, would ‘ring in somebody else 
upon it,’ it meant, ‘would by combination 
and fraud impose somebody else upon it.” 

Occasionally Heod’s etymology went as- 
kew: “The Pacific railway has abolished 
the mule, but it was preceded by the expres- 
sion ‘sending in your checks’; in other 
words, claiming your baggage and—finish- 
ing your journey.” In the main, however, 
he interpreted the dialect with considerable 
accuracy and ingenuity, and always witha 
zestful appreciation of its colorful origins. 

The trail of the early English editions 
of Bret Harte is ramified and often ob- 
scure. It need not be explored in elabor- 
ate detail here, but one generalization re- 
garding it is worth a word of amplification. 
Harte’s wide popularity abroad was due 
(apart from the intrinsic merit of his 
work) to its availability in cheap editions, 
and the cheap editions were themselves 
made possible by the rise of the railway 
library. 

The present-day highly perfected system 
of periodical distribution, operated wher- 
ever civilization reaches, is merely af 
elaboration of a plan first put into execu 
tion by W. H. Smith long before the rail 
road itself came into being. Smith cut 
the time on the delivery of London news- 
papers to the midlands and the north from 
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forty-eight to twenty-four hours by dis- 
patching relays of print-laden horses in the 
wake of the lumbering coaches. With the 
coming of the railway Smith saw, and 
apparently was alone in seeing, the enorm- 
ous possibilities provided by this suddenly 
created reading public. Before any profit 
could be turned it was necessary to 
evolve and to erect the vast, complex and 
costly machinery of distribution—machin- 
ery which, if it did not function through- 
out England, was not functioning at all. 
By the year of Smith’s death, 1855, the 
‘nnovation had already become an institu- 
tion. 

But it was well within the limits of like- 
lihood that the British railway traveler, 
once hardened to the thrill of looking out 
of the window, once inured to the habit of 
reading as he rode, might soon tire of the 
involvements of home and foreign politics 
and be fair game for what a later psy- 
chology would tag the literature of escape. 
George Routledge thought so. He had 
initiated his bookselling career with a little 
shop in the Strand, specializing in the old 
and the unsalable. It occurred to him that 
the market in remainders could be whole- 
somely stimulated by the simple device of 
spreading it beyond the borders of the 
metropolis, and with this inspiration the 
railway library was born. It flourished 
so exceedingly, according to Henry Cur- 
wen’s “History of Booksellers,’ that the 
house was soon able to offer Bulwer-Lytton 
twenty thousand pounds for the privilege 
of issuing low-priced reprints of his novels 
for ten years. 

The units that composed the railway 
library had to be either popular or capable 
of being made to look popular, or both. 
And as they had to sell at a low figure 
(usually a shilling), they must be manu- 
tactured at a lower. As a result they 
were not pretentious examples of book- 
making, although as attention attracters 
they have seldom been surpassed. Issued 
In wrappers or paper-covered boards, they 
could reproduce any design and combina- 
tion of hues which publisher and printer 
might unite in wanting, and thus fulfill the 
desired function of catching the passing 
eye. Unfortunately neither Messrs. Smith 


nor Messrs. Routledge took the slightest 
thought for the twentieth-century book col- 
lector, and he who would achieve a set of 
the railway library might better abandon 
the chase in favor of a search for an in- 
scribed quarto ““Hamlet.” But it is such 
circumstances that make book-collecting as 
exciting a pursuit as poker (which, like 
book-collecting, is “a sort of Brag’’). 

‘The complexities injected into the busi- 
ness by the railway libraries may well have 
deterred any intending Harte bibliographer. 
The late Charles Meeker Kozlay of Brook- 
lyn formed a remarkable Harte collection 
which was sold at auction in New York in 
1926, and the Kozlay catalog is itself a 
more detailed and comprehensive bibliog- 
raphy than is available for the work of 
many authors. ‘The collection, including 
items which were crowded over into a 
supplementary catalog, embraced not quite 
five hundred units. Many of them, of 
course, were duplicates, but even with 
these discounted the total remains prodig- 
ious. To Bret Harte that day was indeed 
to be counted lost which did not produce 
its line.

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Pace Mr. Cheney! Several outspoken book- 
sellers doubted whether Anne Green’s MARIETTA 
could repeat the success of “The Selbys” and 
“Reader, I Married Him.” Donald Gordon, prog- 
nosticator of the American News, turned both 
thumbs down--hard! A week before publication 
one panic-stricken dealer returned the three cop- 
ies he had bought, saying that he was afraid it 
would not sell. We wonder how many more than 
that number he has sold to date—for the book 
is already in its 9th printing and selling at the 
rate of 1600 copies a day. To be sure, the 
reorders are heavier because the advance was 
lighter—but you don’t get reorders like that these 


davs unless the book has hit the public’s fancy. 
THE N. Y. Times starts its feature review of 
“Marietta” with the prediction that “in all prob- 
ability there will be as many differing opinions 
of this novel as there are individual readers. 


Its curious and rather prankish mixture of com- 
edy and satire, romance and tragedy, all but 
defies classification. Readers who enjoyed the 
engaging .light comedy of “The Selbys’ will not 
be disappointed here; for in the Malorys Anne 
Green has created just such another family of 
charming expatriate Southerners. Miss Green 
contrives avoid hackneyed and anticipated 
situations. The story is adroitly plotted and can 
be warranted to hold the reader’s attention.” 


MARIETTA has already baffled some of the 
reviewers. Berry Fleming in the N. Y. Sun 
says, “Marietta is a pretty bad novel. Not that 
I think 50,000 readers will care.’ All this of 
course depends upon Mr. Fleming’s definition of 
“bad.” Apparently he’s going to be right about 
the $0,000 people not agreeing with him. ‘“Mari- 
ietta” 1s evidently not a man’s book—but, then, 
we doubt if very many men enjoyed either “The 
Selbys” or “Reader, I Married Him.” Presum- 
ably women have a better understanding of such 
matters—and we're quite content to publish 
these books for the fifty or hundred thousand 
women whi delight in books which baffle men. 


As a matte) of fact, the Sun itself takes the 
sting out of Mr. Fleming’s review by commend- 
ing it to its readers on the page opposite.

SO FAR, SO GOOD, Elsie Janis auto- 
biography has profited considerably from the 
activities of an assiduous publicity campaign. It 
looked as if the radios and newspapers were 
celebrating “Elsie Janis Week” the week of pub- 
lication. THIS DEMOCRATIC ROOSEVELT: 
The Life-Story of “F.D.”: An Authentic Biog- 
raphy by Leland Ross and Allen Grobin, a book 
everyone expected to sell. THE BRONTES 
WENT TO WOOLWORTH’S by Rachel Fer- 
guson, a dark-horse that seems likely to place in 
the money. Mr. Michaels of Brentano’s and Miss 
Ennis of Lord & Taylor’s were two heavy win- 
ners on this entry. We're waiting to see how 
much speed HOSPITAL, Donald Gordon’s choice, 
is going to show. He thinks it’s going to leave 
all the others behind. His tip has so changed the 
betting odds that this dark horse has become 
almost the favorite.
